This board* Comprising of­ 
ficials of the food administration 
and leading men from the grain 
and milling industries, will be made 
responsible for putting into effect 
measures announced last night by 
the food administration. 
• Regulations governing 
the 
con­ 
trol of wheat from 
the 
time 
it 
leaves the producer uptil it reaches 
the baker will go into effect Sep 
tember 1. To eliminate speculation 
all elevators and mills of more than 
100 barrels daily capacity will be 
required to take out a government 
license. 
The hope of the food administra­ 
tion is that the industries will co 
operate readily with 
the 
govern 
ment ,and that many of the drastic 
pow’ers given to the president in tht 
food control bill will not have to 
be invoked. 
In fixing a price to be paid! pro 
ducers for wheat tlie food adminis­ 
tration. it is said, will seek 10 give 
the farmer a fair price and at the 
same time name a figure which; will 
permit the public to receive bread 
at a price much below’ 
that 
now 
prevailing. 
Licenses will be granted to flour 
mills only on condition that they 
charge a fair and reasonable price 
for their product.

Geneva, Aug. 11.—“The llohen- 
zoilerns and the Hapsburgs must 
go in order to have a durable peace 
in Europe,” declared 
Jean 
¡Sigg, 
member of the Swiss national coun­ 
cil, chief of tin 
socialists in Ge­ 
neva and one of the most influen­ 
tial members of his party in Switz­ 
erland, in an interview' with the As­ 
sociated Press correspondent. 
“The hour of the Hohenzollerns 
and the Hapsburgs has sounded,” 
he continued. 
“The tide of democ­ 
racy which is sweeping across Eu­ 
rope will also sweep them away, 
not perhaps during the war, but 
soon afterward. 
Millions of men 
will not agree, will not allow’ in 
future, that their 
destinies, 
their 
lives, should be ruled by a handful 
of autocrats. 
In this 
sense 
(his 
terrible war has wrought good; it 
has opened the eves of the people. 
The Russian emperor 
has 
gone, 
more emperors w ill follow.” 
Mr. Sigg has the greatest faith 
in new Russia, if allowed to rebuild 
its own generation without foreign, 
especially German, influence. 
He 
considers the Stockholm conference 
more or less a farce owing to th» 
divergent views of the socialist del­ 
egates from the different countries. 
He flouts the work at Petrograd of 
Robert Grimm, the Swiss socialist 
wiio endeavored to make peace be­ 
tween Germany and Russia, wrho, 
lie says, never represented 
Swiss 
socialism and who acted l(ke Hoff­ 
mann on fiis own authority; without 
consulting his colleagues. 
“German socialists, with fe w ex­ 
ceptions,” said Mr. Sigg, “have be­ 
trayed international 
socialism 
by 
following like a flock of slieep in 
the footsteps of German junker ism» 
but 
they 
are 
now beginning to 
awake from their false dream. 
“Though, like all Swiss, I ardent 
ly wish for peace', 1 don’t see it in 
sight. 
A peace treaty now—I say 
this as a neutral—would be all in 
the favor of Germany, a status quo 
ante. 
The allies, backed now by 
America, rightly will 
not 
permit 
this in the cause of justice and hu­ 
manity. 
The social questions after 
the war will be difficult to $olvQ— 
but wait first until the war is fin­ 
ished.*’

Kieff. 
He 
abandoned 
literature ¿agitated so successful­ 
ly that he was elected vice presi­ 
dent of the 
secessionist supreme 
coiincil, and started “The Labor 
Gazette.” As an orator Vinnichen­ 
ko is very effective, but he is ex­ 
alted and careless about facta.

;t,met hi rig that would be impossible w ith Prussian junkerdom j 


enthroned in power and the m ilitary caste still potential to precipitate 
future w ars for extension of its dominition. 


The issue therefore now* is. in addition to the restoration of Bel­ 


gium, the restitution of A lsace and Lorraine to France and the reha 


bilitation of Serbia, the dem ocracization of Europe and the destruction 


of autocracy and absolutism w herever th a t m ay exist. 
T hat now is 


the purpose of the allies and for that the kaiser and his satraps are 


not set ready. 
They are still pinning their faith to the possibilities 


of their piratical U-boat policy, although the entrance of the United 


States into the w ar gave their hopes in that direction a rude shock. 


Another senator, answ ering Senator Lewis ,more nearly interpreted 


the real meaning of the chancellor’s speech, which w'as simply a reitera­ 


tion, in meaning, if not in form, of the generalities uttered by his 


predecessor, and in no way indicated the conversion of the junker class; 


“ Let us talk no more of peace,” said the senator. 
“We are in this wai 


to win and will not talk peace until G erm any s u e s 'fo r it and rights 


the wrongs and crimes she has com m itted. 
Let us talk no more of 


peace, bin fight to win this war for dem ocracy and the world.” 


This vigorous Americanism is the kind needed to be given to the 


people who are fully in sympathy with the purposes of the government 


when th*" are given to understand w hat those purposes are. 


The people of the United States, no m ore than the peoples of 


the old world, would be willing nowr to submit to a m ere commercial 


and territorial repaym ent for all the blood and treasure th at has been 


expended in this terrible tragedy. 
The world must be m ade better 


anil the liberties of all peoples must be established upon a foundation 


that can not hereafter be destroyed by selfish and wilful men bent 


only upon the extension of their own pow er and authority. 


In other words, as President Wilson has m ade clear, and as Mr. 


Lloyd-George, the English premier, only the other day declared, the 


allies can only m ake peace with a free Germ any, not with a Germany 


dominated by a ruthless autocracy. 
T hat is why America is in this 


w ar and because her future peace, happiness and prosperity depend 


upon the accom plishm ent of that result.

of the Holy Land may soon drive 
out the Turks.* 
Information about conditions in 
Palestine reaches here from many 
sources. 
The following statem ent 
of the present situation is given to 
the Associated Press by an official 
in touch witli all these sources. 
The attitude of the Young Turks 
toward the unfortunate non-Turk­ 
ish races within their empire has 
always been harsh and oppressive. 
During the war it has been an open 
campaign of robbery, exploitation 
and massacre, for the young Turks, 
realizing that the partition of the 
lands under their rule is unavoid­ 
able, having determined to get as 
much as they can out of the inhabi­ 
tants while they are in possession.
